IU*»«ume o f th e W ork Accomplished a t 
The Hague. 
Washington, July 19.—The work ac­ 
complish od by The Hague conference 
as represented in the conventions and 
treaties which have just reached tho 
state departm ent, are divided into three 
classes. 
The first relate to the revision 
of the rules of war relative to the rescue 
of shipwrecked and wounded persons in 
marine batties. 
Included under this 
general head is a provision for extend 
lug to hospital ships immunity from 
capture in three oases, first, in the case 
of official national vessels trader proper 
in signs; second, private hospital ships 
fitted out by benevolent persons; third 
hospital -drips fitted oat by neutral pow 
ors, benevolently inclined, for the res­ 
ea* af wounded aud shipwrecked sailors. 
Conventions relative to tbs revision 
and supplementing of rules for tho con 
duct of war on la n d / These undertake 
to define who are and who are not 
proper combatants. 
They also provide 
for the proper treatm ent of prisoners of 
war, etc. The third class of conventions 
contain articles looking to the peaceful 
adjustm ent of international differences, 
including a scheme of mediation, a 
scheme of international courts of in­ 
quiry, and a scheme for a permanent 
arbitration tribunal. 
Ail of these con­ 
ventions are under careful scrutiny, and 
if they comply in terms with the brief 
synopsis already furnished the govern­ 
ment they will secure the adhesion of 
the state department. 


New M achine Gans. 
Washington* July 19.—The navy do- 
part men t has received the first half of 
an order for IOO new machine guns of a 
new type, the most powerful in the 
possession of any government. 
They 
are one pounders, carrying explosive 
shell and (mn fire 5950 shots a minute.

No, there is no suffering. 
There seems 
to be food for nil, but th*ro are a great 
many men who are without money aud 
who will undoubtedly suffer.

There are hundreds anxious to leave 
Dawson aud would leave if they had 
the means, but they have not, aud there 
is an end of It."
